Those who wear

that there is a state law which pro- 
hibits ft and makes the penalty rather 
sovere 
\ 


In Decatur a number of persons have 


worn Elks plus when they did not be-

In some cases the 


pins were imitations and sometimes 
the real pins were worn The badge of 
a lodge has been on a. number Of occa- 
sions used by unprincipled,persons to 
advantage and for this reason the 
law -was passed. Livingston, the type- 
writer man, wb,o went to thtf penlten- 
tiaiy tor example,'Was one who wore 
an Elks pin and managed to borrow 
money and receive courtesies on the 
strength of his misrepresentation.

St. Louis Representative Seeks 8U- 


11 sties as to Number of Cases in 


' Illinois Cities, 


USE IT AS EVIDENCE IN LAW SUIT 


He Will Seek Information m Deoatur 


Today. 


Carl TJngar, second associate 
city 


counselor of St. Louis arrived in De- 
catur last evening and will be here, 
foi a, part of today 
He bears a letter 


from Mayor Rolla Wells of gt Louis,'. 
stating that he is on bnsln«BB for the 
commission which is hufetftuj evidence 
to be introduced In the case of the 
State of Missouri versus the State of 
Illinois and the Sanitary District of 
Chicago 
Mr Ungar is procuring the 


statistics in the laiger cities north of 
St Louis in the Mississippi drainage 
basin concerning the number of cases 
of typhoid fevei in the past fen jearsi 
He has'Just visited Peorn Springfield 
Joliet Aurora, Bloomlngton and IJlgin, 
and will go fiom here to Jacksonville 
btieator and Kankakee 
In some qf 


these cities he has obtained a full le- 
poit for the past ten years but in oth- 
eis the records have been so poorly 
kept that a complete report could not 
be made 
Some of the facts that have 


been procured are rather interesting 
In the year 1902 the following number 
ot cases of typhoid fever have been re- 
ported Elgin 8 Bloomlngton 15 Jollet 
21 


In Aurora, in the year 1895 there 


were 105 cases on record and out of 
this number 19 were fatal 
The cause 


of these cases was Investigated 
but 


it was found that the disease germs 
were cairled in the milk that the peo- 
ple had been using 


On account of the fact that a great 


many doctors are averse to reporting 
such cases and in some 
instances 


coll the disease by some other name 
it is impossible to find out the exact 
numbei in the different cities 
About 16 ret cent of these 
fever 


cases ire fatal 


It Is claimed that the typhoid fever 


bacilli aie not destioyed in traveling 
down the rlvei from Chicago to St. 
Louis and that they aie still dangerous 
to the community when they 
are 


pumped out ovei the city 
In ordei to 


prove this a couple of barrels of water 
infected with a great number of bacil- 
li, not typhoid but some of the same 
stiength but harmless, were taken up 
the river a couple of hundred miles and 
thrown Into it and when time enough 
had been given for the water to reach 
the city It was examined and It was 
found that the bacilli were still alive 
and leady for business 
One of the gentlemen hunting statis- 


tics foi the commission was sent south 
along tre river one month and Mr 
Ungar into the drainage basin in Illi- 
nois 
General Attorney Ciowc of St Louis 


and Chas W Bates aie in charge of 
the plaintiff's ease ind they are assist- 
ed by -William F Woeiner, Carl Ungar 
and Alexander Nicholson 
Dr 
&eo W Fuller of New York 


City, is the expert bacteriologist and 
he is assisted by Dr A Ravold of St 
Louis the city bacteriologist and Dr. 
Otto Telchmann, city chemist 


After the evidence is ail in the com- 


mission is to meet at the Southern ho- 
tel in St Louis, and it will be gone 
over and ai tanged 
Then it will be 


submitted to the United Stptes sw- 
•preme court at Washington which will 
make the decision 
In speaking of the matter to a Her- 


ald reporter at the hotel last night Mr 
Ungar said ' It is very difficult to pro- 
cuie the reports of these typhoid cases 
as in some of the cities the reports 
were-very badly kept and in some on- 
ly the records for the last few years 
could be given 
This system of tab- 
ulating all such contagious cases -was 
fliSt started by Dr F C Bournsheldt 
of Peoria 
There was a law passed in 


this state some time afeo making It 
a misdemeanoi not to lepoit such dis- 
eases and as air incertive 25 cents is 
given foi each case reported thus rna- 
fcltig the record for the past few years 
more complete than formerly

which was held Monday 
afternoon. 


At the same time the new chairman, 
E. R. Hurlburt appointed his stand- 
ng committees for the year. 


All of the members of the board 


were present. They decided to discuss 
the matter of the jail contract behind 
closed doors 
William Landrum, 
a 


representative of the Pauly Jail Build- 
ng1 company, was present 
and 
ex- 


plained to the board the working of 
;he steel and Iron Jail fittings made by 
his company. He had a little model 
which showed the methods of ventila- 
tion, and locking and other details. 
The boaid particularly liked the Pauly 
system. Mr. Brooks was called before 
the board and was asked if his bid in- 
cluded the Pauly iron and steel fit- 
tings 
Mr. Brooks said that if the bid 


was given to him the Pauly material 
would be used the same as if the Pau- 
ly company had the contract.
